Mr. Blue, 
in his opening remarks, reminded the 
many people assembled of the Cele- 
brations that were simultaneously be- 
ing conducted all through the Domin- 
jon. “Sixty years ago today,” Mr. 
Blue ‘said, “the first Dominion Day 
was first celebrated. At that time 


Opened with a procession from the 


ment, and the Fathers of Confeder- 
ation are to be commended upon the 
optimism that accompanied their en- 
deayors in the face of the many prob- 
lems of the day. There was the ques- 
tion of annexation, tariff, general re- 
lations to the United States, the ques- 
tion of railways, the problems of the 
west, but in the face of all these there 
was this spirit of optimism. 

“What has been the business suc- 
cess of Canada since Confederation? 
What have we done to use what the 
Fathers of Confederation have given 
us? In this comparison Mr. Blue gave 
the analogy of a young man starting 
out in business, the Canada of 1867 
and the 60 year ol man well up in 
the business, the Canada, yet quite 
young of today . In the comparison of 
the tasks we note in the matter of 
foreign trade that Canada has made 
great advances. In 1867 the foreign 
trade amounted to $120,000,000, today 
it amounts to $22,250,000,000, in 1867 
our annual income amounted to $600,- 
000,000, today it is $4,750,000,000. This 
shows the tremendous advance in 
prosperity. In figures compiled by 
American economists it is found that 
Canada leads the world in having two 
years prosperity to every one of de- 
pression, Again Canada is quite in- 
dependent and free owing to the pol- 
icy of the British government, which 
changed just before Confederation. 
But what is the greatest of all i# the 
fact that the figures of the trade have

Jubilee celebration, opened with the 
dedication of the beautiful Peace 
Cairn that has been erected north of 
town on the Peace Hill nearest the 
Calgary-Edmonton highway, The pro- 
gram opened with the singing of “O 
Canada,” led by the Wetaskiwin Boys’ 
Band and the choir, Following this 
was the reciting of Mary Matheson's 
poem, entitled “Wetaskiwin, ‘The 
Hills of Peace'’,” by Mrs. Paton. This 
excellent. poem is found elsewhere in 
this issue. Mayor Montgomery then 
outlined the purpose of the gathering, 
the commemoration of the part that 
the Indians shad played in the de- 
velopment of this part of Canada, re- 
minding the peope of the legend that 
is found in the souvenir program and 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Mr. John Blue, of the Board of 
Trade of Edmonton, then gave the 
Dedication Address, Mr. Blue — re- 
minded the many people assembled 
that although this was a new country 


it had a very interesting and pictur-! 


esque past. In a few words he out- 
lined the history of the four periods 
in the development of the west; 1751- 
1768, under New France claimed by 
French explorers; 1763 to 1821 the re- 
gime of the rival fur companies; 
1821-1870 the golden age of the fur 


not a part of another country; 1870 to 
the present day under the Canadian 
Government, which has under its care 
the natives of the plains. Today the 
Indians are better off than they ever 
were, ; 

The development of the country is 
also due to the sons of wealthy men 
Who came out to these parts as mis- 
sionaries. With the early mission- 
avies we associate the names of Run- 
dle, Father Lacombe, George Me- 
Dougall and others, These men were 
responsible for the idea of peace that 
was found ambng the Indians leading 
up to the time of the story of the 
peace formed on the Peace Hills. 

Before the time of the white men 
hostility had not been so great 
among the Indian tribes, but with the 
advent of the fur trade, hostility grew 
up between the Cree and Blackfoot, 
owing to the wonderful fur country 
that the Crees held, and from this 
ensued the perpetual struggle of the 
ages for the natural resources of the 
country .When Father Lacombe came 
in he found this hostility existing. He, 
in conference with the “Great Peace 
Chief” of the Crees, arranged a peace 
in 1865, which led up to the peace in 
1867 mentioned in the legend. After 
the peace, hostilities continued for 
some time to a certain degree.

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LEGEND OF WETASKIWIN

In the long ago, when this Alberta of ours was still.a wilderness, 
when the buffalo still roamed the plains and almost the only white 
men in the country were the fur traders, the Cree and the Blackfoot 
nations were bitter and implacable enemies. From time imme- 
morlal this had been go, The Blackfeet inhabited that part of the 
country to the south of the Red Deer River; the Crees ranged to 
the north. The river was the natural dividing Mne between their 
respective hunting grounds and was recognized as such by tacit 
understanding, But the Blackfeet, an aggressive and warlike tribe, 
did not always respect it. They followed the buffalo northward on 
their annual summer migrations in search of fresh pasturage, and 
they were continually encroaching on the territory of the Crees. 
They raided the Cree villages and drove off their pontes'and the 
Crees retaliated in kind, and so there was a constant state of war- 
fare between the two tribes. 

About the year 1867, so rung the legend, the Blackfeet had a young 
chief, whom we may call here Buffalo Child. The Crees also had 
a young chief, whom we may style Little Bear,. These two young 
chiefs were the idols of their respective tribes. Than each of them 
among his own people there was no one of greater prowess in the 
hunt, no one stronger or fleeter of foot, no one braver or more skil- 
ful in battle, none with more scalps to his credit. Each was looked 
up to and acclaimed as leader by the younger braveg of his tribe, 
and thelr fame had spread even to the lodges of thedr enemies, As 
yet they had never met in personal combat, but they thirsted for 
the day when they should do so and prove to the world which was 
the better man, 4 

Now, it 80 happened that in the late summer of that year, a large 
party of the Blackfeet had been raiding in Cree territory and had 
made camp one day on the banks of the Pipestone Creek. The 
Crees were up in arms over the invasion and gathering for the at- 
tack, and a battle was imminent. For hours that afternoon four 
chiets of the Blackfoot nation had held council in the lodge of the 
head chief, Far to the southward they could hear the monotonous 
throbbing of the war drums of the Crees and they knew their re- 
treat was cut off in that direction by a superjor force of the enemy. 
But they had litthe doubt of their ability to break through the cor- 
don, Atter mature deliberation, they decided to stage a surprise 
uttack that night. True, they might be able to slip by in the dark- 
ness without giving battle, but it was not in the Blackfoot nature to 
run away from oa fight. Their plan was to raid the Cree encamp- 
ment in the midnight hours, stampede their ponies, collect a few 
scalps and retreat, homeward carrying the honors of war with them, 
That was the Blackfoot way. ; 

But first one of their leaders must spy out the enemy's position 
und later take charge of the night attack, and naturally the choice 
fell on the young chief, Buffalo Child. He departed at once on his 
nission, travelling alone and heading south to the range of low 
hills which lie to the north west of the present city of Wetaskiwin, 
from which colgn of vantage he would be able to command a view 
of the level country beyond, 

By a singular coincidence, the young Cree chieftain, Little Bear, 
was al that very hour making a similar reconnaissance of his own, 
with the same vantage point in view, and so it happened that the 
two arrived almost simultaneously on opposite sides of the hill. 
They crept up through the brash and, enverging in a little open 
space on the hill-top, came suddenly face to face. 

Instantly they froze in their tracks and the light of mutual recog- 
nition blazed in their eyes, For a full minute they stood, glaring 
ut each other with cold hostility, Tall and sinewy, straight as the 
young poplar trees around them, clad in fringed buck-skin trousers 
and moccasins, but naked from the waist up, their copper hued faces 
and bodies streaked with oehre and vermilion war paint and their 
huge chiets head-dresses of eagle feathers ruffling in the breeze, 
they were two picturesque looking savages, evenly matched in size 
and weibght, 

For a moment they faced one another in silence, Then, the 
Blackfoot, a scornful smile curling his Ups, laid aside his rifle. 

“Dog of a Cree,” he taunted his adversary; “See, [ throw my gun 
way, Tdo not need it. With my bare hands [ will ‘break you in 
two.” 

With a gesture of deflance, the other, who was armed only with 
a knife, tossed it from hind into the brash. 

“No Blackfoot with the heart of a woman can get the better of 
Little Bear,” he snarled, 

They circled warily, looking for an opening, spitting insults at 
each other, ‘Then, like two great cats, they sprang and grappled 
together, Locked in a tight embrace, they swayed back and forth, 
straining and tugging; now the Blackfoot forced his opponent. to 
his knees, but the other wriggled from his grasp, sprang ayay, then 
closed dn again, They rolled together on the groundginow the 
Blackfoot, was uppermost, now the Cre, For almost‘an Mur, while 
the evening sun sank low and sent long shadows slanting through 
the trees, they struggled thus, with no sound save their heavy 
breathing and the gruntings of their exertions, with mo audience 
but the frightened brush rabbits and an excited red squirrel, chat 
tering ina spruce top, But, so evenly matched were they, neither 
could gain an advantage, At last, as though by mutual consent, 
they desisted, drew apart, panting and exhausted, 

“You are a stout fighter,” gasped the Blackfoot, with grudging 
admiration, “Let us rest awhile, and later, we will renew the 
struggle.” 

The other grunted his acquiescence and they squatted on their 


heels, facing eneh other, watchful and alert, but the racial hatred 


in thely eyes: was now tempered by unwilling respect. 

The Blackfoot fumbled at his helt and brought forth a beaded 
buck-skin bag, from whieh he produced pipe and tobacco. The Cree 
mechanically followed his example, but when he drew forth his 
pipe he found it ruined—it had been broken in three pieces in the 
struggle, With a grunt of disgust, he flung the useless fragments 
away, 

With sullen eyes he watched the other fill his pipe, ght it and 
put! complacently with half closed eyes, The fragrant odor of the 
“kinnikinfe” came to his nostrils and maddened him. His whole 
being, strung up to a high nervous piteh by his recent exertions, 
eried out for the soothing stimulus of the tobacco, He fairly smold- 
ered with resentment at the other's enjoyment of the weed, which 
was dented to him, 

All this was not lost on Buffalo Child; it was a form of torture 
Which an Indian could appreciate. THe watched the other with sar- 
donic amusement, Suddenly, as if on an impulse, he held his fum- 
ings pipe out to the Cree, 

He may have intended only to tantalize his enemy; he may have 
meant to withdraw it; but the other was too quick for him, Like 
a drowning man grasping ata straw, like a drunkard eclutehing at 
a bottle, Little Bear seized the pipe, thrast the mouthpiece between 
his lips and drew deep into his tortured lungs a great draft of the 
sweet tobacco smoke, held it there for an instant and then, with a 
sign oof contentment, let it exhale slowly through his nostrils. 

But, midway, he stopped with a strangled cough and his eyes 
sought those of Buffalo Child. Like his own, they were wide with 
startled consternation, Like a blow, it smote them—the jneredible 
things that they had done. All unwittingly, they had smoked. to- 
Kether the common pipe, It was the sacred pledge of amity and 
peace, made so by fmmemorial tradition, as unbreakable to them 
ats the most solemn vow, as legally binding as the seal of the Great 
Company at Mdtnonton, They were stunned by the realization of its 
a calamity had indeed befallen them, 

At last, the Cree spoke. “My brother, he said softly, “we did not 
mean todo it, but we have smoked the peace pipe together, Hence- 
forth, we must be friends, and because we are chiets of our tribes, 
our people also must be friends and think no more of war, Is it not 
so?" 

And, reluctantly, Buifalo Child admitted that it must be so, He 
rose to his feet. “We must go back to the lodges of our people 
and tell them of this thing we have done.” He shivered apprehen- 
sively, Tooking about him at the lengthening shadows, “L cannot 
Understand if, but some great medicine must have been at work. 
Undoubtedly it is a sign; it must be the will of the Manitou, Let 
Ws po.” 

They turned on their heels, two dejected and bedraggled figures, 
and silently melted away into the gathering dusk. 

The following morning runners were dispatched from the camp 
of the Crees to the Blackfeet to summon a Couneil The older 
chiefs had listened gravely to the incredible tale, had shaken their 
heads in perplexity, but admitted that what was done could not be 
uidone, ‘Po the Indian mind, the usages of tradition could) not 
lightly be overridden, And, without doubt, it must be a sign from 
the Great Manitou, 

So, on this spot where the historic struggle had taken place, four 
chiefs of the Bliekteet and six ghiets of the Crees squatted ina 
elrele and once more the peace pipe passed trom mouth to mouth, 
but this time with solemu deliberation, Flowery speeches> were 
made, breathing vows of eternal friendship and peace, and the 
hatchet was buried with appropriate: ceremony, 

Ever since then there has been peace, outwardly at least, be 
twoon the Bhiekfeet and the Crees, and the group ‘of hills where 
these events took phice has been known to the Indians as “Wetes- 
kKowin Spatinow’ (Phe Place where Peace was made), 

ATL this happened sixty yours ago, at the time our Dominion came 
into being, and now, as we are celebrating the Diamond Jubilee of 
our Contederation, it seems fitting that we should alse, by the 
erection and dedication of a Cairn on this site, commemorate the 
Jubilee of that ancient Indian treaty that pave this city and dis- 
trict its name -WETPASKIWIN,

Sixty Years of Progress 
Sixty Years of Banking 


The little brown tea-pot on a shelf, 
the old stocking tucked away in a 
mattress, had long ceased to be the 
only popular banks when this Domin- 
ion was formed -They had never con- 
tained much, for money was scarce 
in pioneer days. The farmers, who 
were the bulk of the population, ex- 


changed their produce direct for the} 


goods they needed. And the banks, 
from the time when they were estab- 
lished among us—the Bank of Mon- 
treal was the first, in 1817—won the 
confidence of the people who had 
money to deposit. That confidence 
Was generally deserved and, though a 
number of banks have failed, the na- 
ture of the Canadian Banking sys- 
tem and the increasing precautions 
imposed by law have given the public 
a very high degree of security. 

The first Bank Act passed by the 
Dominion Government, in 1871, pro- 
vided for a limitation of dividends 
until a reasonably large reserve fund 
had been accumulated, and decreed 
that at least one-third of the cash 
reserve must be in Dominion Govern- 
ment notes, That proportion iwas 
raise to 4 per cent in 1881; then, also, 
the holder of a bank note was given 
first claim on the agsets of the issuing 
bank, Such notes of $5 and upwards 
form the bulk of the money we use. 
Dominion Government notes of vari- 
ous denominations up to $50,000 are 
issued, but the large denominations 
are rarely seen except in Bank and 
Government vaults. Government notes 
are redeemable in gold. This lay was 
suspended during the War, but on 
the Ist of July, 1926, gold payments 


were resumed, 


The Bank Act of 1891 established a 
Bank Note Redemption Fund, by 
which all banks were liable, in pro- 
portion to their own note circulation, 
to make up the deficiency of any bank 
unable to redeem its notes. Since 
then no bank failure has caused the 
loss of a dollar to any note holder. 

Between 1881 and 1926 the number 
of our banks hag been reduced from 
36 to 11, by the weeding out of the

The deposits in Canadian banks in 
1867 amounted to $31,375,316. On De- 
cember 31, 1926, they stood at $1,- 
981,652,000 with an additional $334,- 
458,000 in branches alone. 

The volume of business done in 
Canada through our banks as shown 
by cheques pald, amounted last year 
to $30,358,00,00.
